A bill is pending to change 
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MAY BE A JOB IN IT 
Congressmen Are Buying Up Nicaragua 
Canal Stock. 

SENATOR MORGAN 13 CHIEF PUSHER 


The Alabamian Is Helping on the Scheme 
to Get the Government to Back 
the Enterprise. 


Wa: bington, December 18.—(Special.)—The 
ehances of the passage of the Nicaragua 
bill are improving. It may go through at 
this session. Senator Morgan, of Alabama, 
is exerting all his efforts in its behalf. He 
looks upon it as the measure of most im- 
portance now pending before congress, and 
he hopes to have the senate vote upon the 
pending mec: sure before the holidays. 

The sentiment of the country and of con- 
gress is decidedly in favor of the govern- 
ment aiding in the construction of the canai 
cnd ccntrolling it. The opposition already 
developed is mainly due to the fact that the 
present canal company is demanding re- 
muneration from the government for the 
total amount it has already spent. Many 
cecngressmen suspect a job by which the 
rolders of the present depreciated stock of 
the canal company expect to reap @ for- 
tune. The old stock, it seems, has been 
Lcught up by a few men who are most ac. 


tive in urging this bill. 

Such men as Senator Morgan and others 
who are pushing the bill, will attempt to 
frame the bill simply on just grounds. What 
they are after is the building of the canal 
for the benefit that will accrue to the coun- 
try thereby. 

When the bill passes the senate the house 
will take it up at once, and may pass it at 


an early date... 
The chances of some bill providing for the 
co1ctruction of the canal going through at 


. 


this session are good. \ 
Senator Morgan’s Report. 

In his report upon the bill Senator Morgan 
States these facts: 

“The grand total of the estimates of the 
actual cost of the canal, completed for full 
service and extending to deep water in the 
Caribbean sea and Pacific ocean, through 
completed harbors, is stated in the report 
of Chief Engineer A. G. Menocal ‘revised to 
conform to information obtained up to Jan- 
uary 1, 1840,’ at $62,067,340.55. To this sum 
Mr, Menocal added ‘surveys, hospitals, 
shops, management and contingencies, 25 
per cent,’ amounting to $13,016,835.45, making 
the grand total of $65,084,176.” 

The Maritime Canal Company has already 
expended $4,000,000 on it. 

Of the condition of affairs now Senator 
Morgan writes ‘“‘The disturbance in the 
financial affairs of the world which began in 
the Argentine Republic, extended to Aus- 
tralia and then tg Europe, and finally to 
the United States, cut off all hope, appar- 
ently of the construction of the canal for 
years to come by the unaided efforts of the 
company, and forced the suspension of work 
upon it, ‘ 

“When the canal company was thug ren- 
dered powerless, as it appeared, to go on 
With the work, capitalists from Europe 
make propositions to the company, which 
are yet pending, to ented into an engage- 
ment for the completion of the canal on 
terms far more liberal to its present own- 
ers than any that have been offered by the 
United States. 

“If action by congress is delayed unrea- 
gonably the company will be compelled eith- 
er to abandon the concessions and lose the: 
money they have already invested in the 
canal or to accept the offers made to them 
by the foreign capitalists. 

“If either of these results should follow 
the inaction of congress, the people could 
not censure the canal company for yield- 
ing to a fate that they could have avoided 
* if congress had not taken up the subject of 
ecnstructing the canal through the aid oi 
the United States. 

“The work done on the canal is perma- 
nent, as far as it nas progressed, is impor- 
tant as a demonstration of the final success 
of the location and plan of the canal, and it 
will not be abandoned by the commercial 
world. The canal wili be buiit.’’ 

Compared with the Suez Canal. 

Comparing it with the Suez canal, Senator 
Morgan's report says: 

“An eXamination of the financial value of 
the canai wili show that it is to be the best 
great property in the world. The Suez ca- 
nal ig an unquestionable proof of this 
Statement, and we add to the former state- 
ments of the committee, on thig point, the 
following facts: 

“The Suez canal is 87 miles long, 66 oi 
which are actual canal, the other zi miles 
being lake navigation. The canal and its 
a&ppurtenances were completed on or about 
the Ist of January, 18il, and cost about 
$91,000,000. Since that time there have been 
expended for bétterments and improve- 
ments, including the deepening of the chan- 
nel, about $24,0w,000 more, bringing the total 
cost of the <anal up to about $115,00u,0w. 
The canal was origiually 26 teet deep. Its 
present depth is w% feet. The canal today 
is capitalized at about $90,500,000 in stoca 
and obiigations. The difference between the 
cost ana its present capitalization in stock 
and bonds was made up by receipts from 
Various suurces appiied to construction and 
improvement account. 

“it is commonly reported that the actual 
cost of construction did not exceed $,- 


“The actual net revenues of the com- 
pany for a series of years past have been 
upwards of $12,000,000 annually. ‘The net 
profits in 1892 were 41,728,543 francs, or about 
95,040,000, and the dividends deciared for said 
year were 19.5 per cent, including the taxes 
retained for the sinking fund. 

“The shares of the company, originally 
issued at 500 francs each, are quoted on the 
Paris bourse at 2,692.50 francs. 

“The shares of the Suez canal held by the 
English government and purchased for

Huguenin the Man. 

When Captain J. L. Hardeman recently 
became judge of the Macon superior court 
circuit he resigned as a member of the 
military advisory board. The vacancy has 
never been supplied and an appointment 
will have to be made by Governor Atkin- 
son. Lieutenant Colonel E. D. Huguenin, 
of the Second Georgia regiment, is. sug- 
gested for the place. Colonel Huguenin 
has long been identified with the volunteer 
forces of Georgia, and is thoroughly in- 
formed, in the tactics and all military 
rules. His appointment would give much 
pieasure to every member of the Second 
Georgia regiment. 

The Military Appropriation. 

A well-known officer of the Georgia vol- 
unteer forces said today: “I hope Governor 
Atkinson will not order an encampment 
next year, for the $16,000 appropriated by 
the legislature is not sufficient for the 
expenses of the encampment. I think it 
would be much better if he would have the 
amount distributed among the companies 
of the state to aid in fixing up the arm- 
ories.’’ 

Was This the Stolen Cotton? 

The Constitution made notice a few days 
ago of a carload of cotton which was 
stolen at Reid’s station, on the East Ten- 
nessee road, a few miles below Macon, 
and it is presumed was repacked and then 
sold in Macon. Yesterday a negro discover- 
ed something, lying under the surface of 
the water at Nelson's mills, in Bibb county, 
a short distance from Macon. At first he 
thought it was a drowned body. He com- 
menced fishing it out and brought to the 
bank the bagging of eight bales of cotton. 
The bagging was marked “H. A. M. 8.” 
The supposition is that the bagging came 
off the cotton stolen at Reid’s station. It 
is believed that the cotton was taken to 
the cotton screw at Nelson’s mill, where 
the bagging was removed and other bag- 
ging substituted, so that the cotton couid 
not be traced. 

Do Not Wish a Suit. 


Messrs. Gaboury & Noble, the contractors 
to build Macon’s sanitary sewers, do not 
wish a lawsuit with the city of Macon, and 
will do all they can to avoid it. They 
much prefer that any differences that may 
exist between them and the mayor and 
council be settled by arbitration. They 
only ask fair and just treatment. They 
do not seek to evade the contract, and have 
no complaint to make about any of the re 
quirements of the contract which they sign- 
ed, but they ciaim that the city has made 
changes in the original contract, which 
have caused differences to arise. Gaboury 
& Noble think these differences can and will 
be satisfactorily adjusted without resort to 
the courts. The construction of the sew- 
ers is now progressing rapidly and when 
completed Macon will have as tine a system 
of sanitary sewers as any city in the south. 

Public School Holiday. 

The public schools of the city and county 
will suspend exercises on next Friday for 
the Christmas holidays, and remdin closed 
until December 3lst. The schools have been 
largely attended this term. 

Make Tax Returns. 

City property holders have commenced 
to make tax returns. Under an ordinance 
recentiy passed by the mayor and council 
the return must be made during the month 
of January, and if not made by February 
lst the city assessor shall assess the same 
and add 50 per cent thereto as penalty on 
any person, firm or corporation failing or 
neglecting to make said return as aforesaid. 
All appeals for reduction or correction of 
the assessments must be made before April 
ist, after which time no appeals will be 
entertained by the mayor and council. 

in the Courts. 


It is expected that the celebrated Napier 
case will be concluded by the end of this 
week. Judge Hardeman has expressed a 
desire to bring it to a close, even if neces- 
sary to work day and night. <A settlement 
of the matter may be effected on a basis 
mutually satisfactory to all the heirs. The 
case has been in court about four years.

A Large Body of State Land. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 18.—(Special.)— 
The state board of education met here to- 
day. It controls the 350,000 acres of public 
lands known as swamp lands. »*These lands 
lie in ten counties. Large tracts have been 
sold during the past ten years. The option 
on all these lands, heretofore granted to 
Charlies M. Stedman, of Asheville, president 
of the Real Estate Investment Company, 
was exténded twelve months. The plan of 
utilizing 30,000 acres as a farm for con- 
victs is being consideFed.

said, “to do with regard to banking just 
what it does with regard to murder and 
theft—meddle for the benefit of the whole 
people and for nothing else.”’ Under the 
operations of his bill, Mr. Walker said, 
the losses from failed banks in the past 
thirty years would have amounted to 
$8,000, an infinitely small amount. Mr. 
Walker said that his bill was permissive; 
the secretary’s bill was mandatory. “You 
tell your boy, six years old, that if he does 
not do a certain thing you'll lick him and 
he’ll fight you, if he’s got any grit, and if 
he’s big and rough he'll lick you. (Laugh- 
ter.) But if you suggest that the thing is 
for his benefit and sit down to show him 
how it will be so, he will go right off to do 
it. Under the Carlisle bill the banks won't 
do what they will be glad to do under the 
Walker bill. I may take a little rose-col- 
ored views of that subject, however; I may 
be somewhat tinged with partisanship on 
that point, but I hope not.” 
Should Die in Harness. 

In conclusion Mr. Walker said that his 
bill provided for the appointment for a 
committee consisting of five leading bank- 
ers in the five principal redemption cities, 
which shall give the secretary of the 
treasury advice and counsel in all matters 
relating to the financial matters of the 
government. This was a measure of relief 
to the secretary that was worth a whole 
session of legislation. ‘“‘Manning has died, 
Windom has died, and any secretary who 
remains at the helm of the treasury de- 
partment for four years and does not die 
has not done his duty. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

When it came Mr. Hall’s time to speak 
he alluded to a substitute to be offered for 
the Carlisie bill by Mr. Springer, chair- 
man of the committee, whereupon Mr. 
Cox, of Tennessee, said he wanted to know 
where this substitute came from. The com- 
mittee don’t know anything about it. 

Mr. Springer explained that in his re- 
marks earlier in the day he had given no- 
tice of several amendments which he could 
offer and in order to avoid voting upon 
them separately he had said he might offer 
them all together in a substitute. The 
changes were immaterial and such as no 
one would object to. One was that curren- 
cy sixes might be deposited as receipts for 
the national bank notes as weil as legal 
tenders. 

Mr. Hall said the milk in the cocoanut of 
opposition to the Carlisie bill was contained 
in the statement in the minority report: 
‘‘Whatever legislation is had with refer- 
ence to banking, in its effects upon national 
ba: ks, should be permissiwe and not manda- 
tcry as to national banks while tteir pres- 
ent charters continue!’’ | 

“That is,’’ said Mr. Hall, “if these banks 
are not to be disturbed in their present 
moropoly of the issue of notes. And that 
we must wait upon their convenierge and 
desire in the matter c® banking changes in 
the law.”’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hall’s remarks, 
the committee, and at 5:20 o’clock the house 
adjcurned until tomorrow.

He Calls Up the Resolution and Speaks 
in Advocacy of It. 


Washington, December 18.—The bill ap- 
propriating $100,000 to supply an urgent de- 
ficiency for public printing and binding, 
was received from the house and was pass.

appropriations, Mr. Cockrell, chairman of 
that committee, stating that the bill nad 
been considered informally and had been 
agreed to.

Mr. Lodge offered a resolution calling on 
the president for the record of the extradi. 
tion proceedings in the case of (eneral’ 
Ezeta; and it went over until tomorrow. 
Mr. Hill called up a resolution for ‘the. 
cloture bill, and addressed the senate in. 
advocacy of it. He said that the senti- 
ment of the country seemed to desire the 
adoption of some such rule. The demand 
for a change was not Hmited by any party 
environment. It was not sought miereiy to: 
secure partisan advantages, but it reflected 
the deep conviction that time was unnec. 
essarily wasted; useful legislation was, at. 
times, unreasonably obstructed: and that 
the conclusions of a majority iid not find 
adequate and prompt expression.

as open now as it ever would be for a 
change. The responsible majority in the 
senate should not abdicate its functions 
without such a change or rule as would be 
retained after the democratic control of 
the senate ceased. The measure of their 
fairness and wisdom now would be their 
surety for just treatment hereafter. No 
silly cry of “gag law,’’ no false assertion of 
“suppressing debate,” no idle clamor about 
“the tyramny of the majority’’—which al- 
ways ignored the tyranny of the minority— 
should be permitted to deter senators from 
their plain duty in the premises. The con- 
tinuation of ‘‘no cloture’’ meant compromise 
on every measure. It meant continued 
trouble. If the first necessary steps were 
taken, the senate’s pathway would be clear- 
ed for action. 

Mr. Hill occupied about an hour in the 
delivery of his speech. He was followed by 
Mr. Hoar, who expressed his full agree- 
ment with Mr. Hill’s view of the necessity 
of a change of the rules of the senate. 
It was one of the gravest public questions 
likely to arise and ought to be dealt with 
with a care and circumspection equal to 
what should be bestowed on an important 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States. He thought that Mr. Hill’s 
proposed rule was defective. The best 
scheme which occurred to him (Mr. Hoar) 
was that aftera a time the senate should be 


“authorized to order the previous question, 


and that, after that, every member of

He discussed the company and said 
that its forfeiture was possible if the canal 
Was hot completed within ten years from 
1887. The provisions regarding those mat- 
ters were exceedingly strict. The conces- 


‘sions given in 1887 were absolutely forfeited 


in 1897, and what title, he asked, did the 
company have in the canal route. Certainly 
not a fee simple.—not even an easement. 
The company had nothing to mortgage, and 
nothing to sell. The concession gave to the 
company no title and no sort of property 
rights. 

Much of Mr. Turpie’s speech was devoted 
to the engineering difficulties in the way 
of the enterprise, particularly as to the 
impracticability of maintaining earthen em- 
bankments in tropical regions and to the 
unreliability, as he contended, of the 
estimates of cost. 

Without concluding his speech Mr. Tur- 
pie yielded to a motion to proceed to ex- 
ecutive business and at 4:2 o’clock the 
senate adjourned until tomonmow.

A Spectacle for the People. 

We are beginning to believe that a 
Lexow committee is needed in Washing- 
ton city to uncover some of the myster- 
ies that exist there. The people do not 
understand the attitude of either con- 
gress or the president. All classes are 
going through the greatest crisis in the 
history of the country. It is no longer 
a question of how people shall prosper, 
but how they shall exist. 

The panic, caused by a shrinkage of 
values and a sudden fall of prices, un- 
precedented in scope and extent, was 
bad enough in its results, but these re- 
sults were intensified tenfold when con- 
gress, at the dictation of Mr. Cleveland, 
refused to provide a democratic remedy 
and contented itself with re-enacting 
the Sherman law of 1873, which closed 
the mints to silver as standard money. 

In short, the country is in a worse 
condition now in every way than it was 
when Mr. Cleveland drummed congress 
together and informed them that the 
remedy was legislation, not on the lines 
of the platform, but in the direction of 
re-establishing and confirming the sin- 
gle gold standard. Matters were bad 
enough then, but they are worse now— 
far worse. Values and prices have fall- 
en to lower levels, and business profits 
have been still further reduced. Con- 
sequently, Mr. Cleveland’s remedy hay- 
ing failed, there is a greater necessity 
than ever for a remedy that is at once 
rational and reasonable. 

But compare for a moment the atti- 
tude of Mr. Cleveland and congress to- 
ward Mr. Carlisle’s remedy, with their 
attitude toward the Wall street meas- 
ure of unconditional repeal. When the 
Wall street measure was up for con- 
sideration Mr. Cleveland was at his post 
exercising the greatest vigilance—using 
the purchasing power of patronage, 
where it could be made effectual, and 
giving all to understand that the cold 
shoulder of the administration and all 
its influence would be turned against 
those who failed to see a remedy in the 
Wall street measure of unconditional 
repeal. Congress itself betrayed great 
anxiety over the fate of the Wall street 
measure. The democratic leaders took 
it to their closets with them, pretended 
to examine it, and found it good. They 
said it was a grand scheme, a perfect 
remedy, and should be put through with 
all possible speed. 

But now, when Mr. Carlisle evolves 
from the blue grass region of his mind 
@ plan to increase the supply of paper 
currency redeemable in gold, Mr. Cleve- 
land heartily endorses it and _ then 
rushes off to the Carolina marshes to 
shoot dilsy-ducks and didappers. The 
democratic leaders in congress endorse 
the plan heartily, and then proceed to 
jump on it. One clique endorses it be- 
cause it provides for state banks, and 
another clique opposes it because it 
doesn’t provide for state banks. One 
element endorses it because it provides 
for more currency, and another denounc- 
es it because it doesn’t provide for more 
currency. There seems to be no leader- 
ship and no man capable of leading. 
When Mr. Cleveland takes his back- 
bone out of Washington and carries it 
off to Carolina where a tar plaster can 
be applied to it, the bottom seems to 
drop out of the whole business. There 
is great running about, button-holing in 
the corridors, and whispering in the 
lobbies. Each democrat is pulling and 
hauling some other democrat about. The 
old-fashioned game of bullpen is going 
on and nobody knows who has the ball. 
Everybody thinks everybody else has 
it, and all are ready to dodge. 

This is the spectacle, abject and pitia- 
ble, that congress presents to the people 
anxious to do everything, and yet run- 
ning about and doing nothing. Mean- 
‘while the great mass of people in this 
country are in a condition bordering on 
bankruptcy, with no 
There is misery and suffering on every 
side. Nearly every business that men 
‘are engaged in is a losing business. 
‘Where dividends are paid it is done

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the Wall street measure, and of its pes- 
tiferous inactivity in regard to any 
measure calculated to benefit the people. 
We are not alluding particularly to the 
Carlisle bill, for nobody knows what 
the outcome of that experiment will be, 
but to all suggestions of legislation in 
behalf of the people. 

We have no doubt that if Wall street 
were to frame a bank bill and send it 
to congress it would receive more re- 
spectful consideration than any Dill 
framed in the interest of the people. 
What is needed in congress is genuine 
democracy and a real democratic leader 
to herd and control the incongruous ele- 
ments that are running loose in the 
political woods—a leader who cannot be 
bought or controlled by Wall street. 


Man-Not-Afraid-of-His-Horse. 

The New York Times is one of those 
North Americans who are not afraid of 
the horses they ride. There is Mr. 
Carlisle’s plan, for instance. The Times 
endorses it most heartily. And yet it 
contains a provision in behalf of state 
banks, and The Times is entirely op- 
posed to these institutions as banks of 
issue. 

We think our contemporary, in ex- 
plaining why it is in favor of the Car- 
lisle plan, in spite of the state bank pro- 
vision, goes too far. It seems to us that 
it is in danger of opening the eyes of 
those who: favor the plan, because it 
gives state banks an opportunity to issue 
notes. The Times says: 

In the first place, it would be very dif- 
ficult for any stute bank to meet so com- 
pletely the conditions imposed that the 
secretary and cemptroller of the currency 
would be willing to take the responsibility 
of authorizing the issue of notes. That re- 
sponsibility would be very great, because it 
is indefinite. The law does not impose dis- 
tinct requirements which these officers have 
the power.to enforce. It leaves a consid- 
erable margin of descretion, which they 
would hesitate to use. In the second place, 
if state banks should secure the exemp- 
tion from taxation of their notes which the 
federal authorities alone can permit, we 
believe that they would find little profit 
in their issue. The notes would be from 
the start slightly but effectively discredited, 
as compared with national bank notes or 
with legal tenders. There would be no 5 
per cent redemption fund for them in the 
treasury. The guarantee fund of 30 per 
cent would not be in government hands, 
but in the hands of a state official, only to 
be reached by state law. There would be 
no provision for prompt redemption, and a 
failed state bank would immediately fall into 
the endless tangle of uncertain litigation. 
The secretary’s scheme for state bank 
notes, we think, has been demonstrated to 
be futile, and should either be radically 
amended or dropped in the house. 

the Times wants the Carlisle plan 
amended, but surely not in this particu- 
lar. No Wall street organ, with any 
regard for the probabilities of legisla- 
tion, would desire to see the provision 
for the suppression of state bank issues 
changed or amended. 

We are of the opinion, however, that 
those who do not desire to turn the 
finances of the country entirely over to 
the control of the Wall street associa- 
tion of banks, will expect congress to 
take Mr. Carlisle’s state bank snuffer 
out of the bill and supply its place with 
& provision giving the state banks of 
the country precisely the same privileges 
in every particular as are given to the 
national banks. 

At its best Mr. Carlisle’s whole plan 


'is in the nature of class legislation in 


behalf of those who are engaged in the 


| banking business, but it would be unjust 


and intolerable to make discriminations 
of any kind between banking institu- 
tions. 

It is fair to say that we see small hépe 


for the passage of the Carlisle bill or | 


any other. The democrats need a leader. 
Their organization in congress has gone 
to pieces. Wall street seems to have 
been able to divide their councils and 
destroy harmony. Out of this chaotic 
condition, a genuine leader could bring 
harmony of purpose and unity of action. 
But where is the leader? He is not 
forthcoming. 


What Shall Be Done with It‘? 

In another column will be found a 
communication from one of the sub- 
scribers to the fund for building the 
Confederate Soldiers’ Home, which 
brings up an interesting question. 

Our correspondent want’ to know 
what will be done with this property. 
The state will not accept it for a soldier’s 
home. Shall the trustees sell the prop- 
erty and return the money to the don- 
ors? It has been suggested that the 
property should be used for some other 
purpose, but this is beyond the legiti- 
mate power of the trustees to authorize. 

It is a pity to have this fine building 
standing idle and gradually going to 
waste. The suggestion is made that a 
meeting of the board of trustees be 
called and that some action be taken 
about the disposition of the property. 

The home cost $30,000, and it is a fine 
piece of property. Some disposition 
should be made of it in the interests of 
the public and its builders, and the 
only way to settle the matter is to get 
the trustees ‘together. If nothing is 
done about it the $30,000 paid for the 
building might as well have been thrown 
into the sea. 


A Colony of Cranks.

The Alabama Street Bridge. 

In putting itself on record as guaran- 
teeing the building of the © Alabama 
street bridge the city council has acted 
wisely. There is no public improvement 
of which, the city is so much in need 
and which will benefit such a large area 
of the city. 

As at present situated, the people of 
that section of Atlanta, ¢which will be 
opened up by the proposed bridge, are 
as remote from the center of the city 
as though they lived beyond the cor- 
porate limits. Being less than a mile 
from the business portion of the city 
the route which they are forced to take 
to reach it carries them almost a mile 
out of the way. The extension of Ala- 
bama street would open up nearly haif 
of the first ward—one of the city’s most 
‘populous wards—to easy access to and 
from the center of the city, and the en- 
hancement of real estate valuations 
would pay for the cost of the improve- 
ment in a very few years, leaving, after 
that, a source of handsome annual profit 
to the city as the result of the compara- 


required. 

Mayor King and the incoming council 
should leave this great public improve- 
ment as a lasting monument to the en- 
terprise and the activity of their admin- 
istration. The mayor-elect will be found 
to be in hearty co-operation with the 
unanimous sentiment of the council fa- 
voring the inauguration at once of this 
essential improvement, and we hope 
that not a day will be lost, after the 
new council is installed, in taking such 
preliminary steps as will insure the com- 
pletion of the work during the next 
year. 

The bridge should be completed before 
the opening of the exposition. If plans 
are asked for at once, the contract for 
the building of the bridge can be let 
by the 1st of March, at the latest, and 
by the ist of September the bridge can 
be thrown open to the public. 

By all means let the council close up 
this undertaking without further delay, 
and let the people see work begun on 
what will be one of Atlanta’s most pop- 
ular and useful thoroughfares. 


Factories in Georgia. 

Under this heading a correspondent of 
The Milledgeville Union and Recorder 
urges the people of Georgia to utilize 
their water power for factory purposes. 
He says: 

On the Savannah river, from Augusta to 
its head waters, factories can be placed. 
On the Chattahoochee, from Columbus to 
the mountains in northeast Georgia, facto- 
ries could line both of its banks. From Ma- 
con for twenty-five miles are a succession 


and the rivers which are 
its head waters, reaching to the vicinity 


in the Ocmulgee, 


of Atlanta, have fine mill sites. On the 
Oconee, from Milledgeville to Habersham 
county, factories and mills can be placed, 
and it is true that in every county—Bald- 
win, Putnam, Greene, Oconee, Clarke, 
Jackson, and Habersham—through which 
this river runs factories and mills are 
built and have existed for a num- 
ber of § years, and there is room 
and power for many more. At Mil- 
ledgeville, beginning within the corpor- 
ate limits of that city, shoals exist for six 
or eight miles, with an aggregate fall of 
over thirty feet. And by a small canal 
of some six miles long the entire power of 
these shoals and of this river can be 
brought to the vicinity of the railroad 
depot at Milledgeville. In this city, and at 
the end of one of its main streets, stands a 
flour and corn mill that uses only a small 
fraction of the power of this stream, that 
runs day and night, and has been a mine 
of wealth to its owners. There is never 
any lack of water in this stream. 

He makes the point that in the south 
cotton will grow at the doors of every 
factory. It will cost nothing to trans- 
port our raw material. Then, our climate 
is so mild that the streams on which our 
actories are located will never freeze. 
Climatic conditions enable the factory 
operatives to live very cheaply. Food, 
fuel and clothing cost little in the south, 
and labor is, therefore, cheaper than it 
is in other sections where living ex- 
penses are higher. 

Our Milledgeville friend makes it 
plain that cotton manufacturing in Geor- 
gia will yield far greater profits than in 
the New England states, and he might 
also have said that we have already 
practically demonstrated fhis fact. Even 


| the factories run by steam in our large 


cities pay bigger dividends than the 
eastern factories, and it is, of course, 
unnecessary to say that the Georgia fac- 
tories run by water power are operated 
at less expense than the others.

The Valdosta Times announces the com- 
pletion of arrangements for the erection 
at once at that place of a pork. packing 
establishment, to be in operation by the 
middle of January, 1895.

curing and packing of meats. The plant 
purchased will cure fifty hogs a day, will 
try out 100 pounds of lard in two minutes 
and prepare eighty pounds of sausage in 
four minutes. The plant will be operated 
by and under the management of the ice 
company, hence the temperature in the 
curing rooms can be kept down to the 
requisite degree at a minimum cost. All 
the modern improvements for keeping the 
establishment clean and sweet, for burning 
foul gases and destroying the offal will 
be utilized. The company proposes to turn 
out sugar cured hams, breakfast bacon, 
smoked shoulders and jowils, dry _ salt

Afterwards he was employed for some 
time as military clerk in the offices of the 
governor and adjutant general of the state. 

He entered the United States mail service 
' on December 18, 1869, in the Louisville and 
Nashville ‘railway postoffice. 

He was promoted to head clerk of the 
office in 1870. Subsequently he was detailed 
to duty as chief clerk in the office of Colo- 
nel A. H. Markland, assistant superintend- 
ent of mail service in Louisville, Ky. 

In June, 1871, he was appointed special 
agent of the postoffice department and was 
stationed at Marshall, Tex. There his du- 
ties were great and arduous, for he was 
sent there to organize the postal service 
of the entire state. He changed headquar- 
ters from Marshall, Tex., to Dallas, Tex., 
the latter part of the same year and con- 
tinued his work of perfecting the system 
‘of postal regulations in the Lone Star State 
for several months. 

In June, 1872, he was assigned to duty 
by the postoffice department as assistant to 
Cc. Jay French, who had charge of all the 
postal service west of the Potomac and 
south of the Ohio. He made his headquar- 
ters at Nashville. 

It was in 1874 that he was appointed su- 
perintendent of mail service for the fourth 
division, which comprised all the territory 
outlined by the states of North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi. and Louisiana. He had head- 
quarters then at Chattanooga, but in 1876 
he changed his headquarters to Atlanta. 

In 1883 he was assigned to the duties of 
superintendent of the third division with 
headquarters at Washington, D. C., which 
office he held, being relieved at his request 
and returned to the fourth division with 
headquarters at Atlanta again. 

In 1887 he resigned the office and remained 
out of service two years, returning to the 
same office he had resigned in 1889. 

He has remained in charge of the work 
ever since. 

Colonel Terrell married Miss Mattie Bell 
Hammond in Louisville, Ky., September 15, 
1874, she being a daughter of William Har- 
vey and Virginia B. Hammond, of that 
city. 

Colonel Terrell has four children, French 
Jay Terrell, Lina Severson Terrell, W. H. 
Terrell and Norwood Lynch Terrell.

Colonel Terrell is, perhaps, the best in- 
formed man in the United States mgnil ser- 
vice today. He has lived his entire life 
practically in the service, has held offices 
from the humblest to the highest and has 
enjoyed such experience as enables him 
to be a perfect master of the situation un- 
der any and all emergencies and condi- 
tions. 

He is a splendid disciplinarian and with 
more than five hundred railway mail clerks 
under him as superintendent of this divis- 
ion, he has brought about one of the most 
perfect systems of railway mail service 
to be found in the United States. All of 
the men like Colonel Terrell and admire 
him for his strictly business methods and 
for his personal magnetism as well. 

He has been gradually improving the mail 
service of the south for years past, and de- 
serves as he receives the unstinted praise 
of the public generally throughout this en- 
tire region of the country.

The consensus of opinion indicates the 
largest crop ever grown. This market is 
nearer parity with southern markets. Man- 
chester and European advices indicate their 
buyers have been in every state shipping 
direct to Europe. The’ continent has taken 
this season about 1,560,000 bales, or about 
500,000 bales more than last year at the 
same time. Their visible supply is about 
42 per cent larger than at this date in 1891. 
Northern spinners have taken about 425,000 
bales more than last season, and are build- 
ing sheds and securing storage reom to 
provide for future uses. German houses 
who aided the recent advance appear as 
moderate sellers. St. Louis is offering cot- 
ton in this market. Chicago wankers are 
discounting Texas cotton bills for cotton 
en route to spinners. Some cotton factors 
now advocate holding. Liverpool cables 
are generally bullish, with selling orders.

Last Gunday morning three government 
officials, representing three distinct 
branches of Uncle Sam’s employ, left for 
Washington city. 

Jn the party were Colonel W. H. Chap- 
man, the internal revenue agent; Vnited 
States Marshal S. C. Dunlap and Colonel 
T. W. Rucker, the assistant district at- 
torney. 

The suddenness of their departure has 
given rise to various speculations as to the 
cause of their visit, to the national capital 
and quite a number of theories have been 
advanced. 

For several weeks the federal court has 
been engaged in the trial of white cap 
cases and the visit of the officials may be 
in response to a summons from the attor- 
ney general at Washington. It appears 
from developments during the past few 
days thatthe strength of the white cap 
organization in Georgia embraces @ mem- 
bership of nearly 1,000 members. The 
greater number of these belong to the or- 
ganization simply by enrollment and are 
not connected with any of the crimes 
which have been committed by the band.

In addition to this the acquittal of the 
three alleged whitecappers last Saturday 
evening has added another element of diffi- 
culty to the problem. It dilutes the testi- 
mony, introduced by the prosecution, im- 
plicating prominent citizens of Georgia, but 
it questions the advisability of proceeding 
farther in the prosecution of the prisoners 
jointly indicted with the ones acquitted. 
It will be remembered that a true bill was 
returned by the grand jury indicting thirty- 
six men for the whipping of Blankenship; 
and three of these defendants were placed 
on trial with the result already stated. In 
tris predicament a conference with the at- 
torney general may be necessary, first to 
explain the situation of the white cap 
troubles in Georgia and then to confer as 
to the best plan of procedure in order to 
extinguish the organization. 

The custom house officials refuse to al- 
low themselves to be quoted in connection 
with these surmises, but a majority of 
them hold to the opinion that such is the 
real explanation of this mysterious visit 
to Washington city. 

It is further conjectured that the object 
of Colonel Rucker’s visit to Washington is 
to secure extra compensation for his ser- 
wices in prosecuting the whitecappers. The 
assistant district attorney has been ex- 
tremely diligent in looking after the in- 
terests of the government, and he has 
prosecuted a number of important cases. 
He conducted the trial of A. W. Ballew 
several weeks ago and the prosecution of 
the whitecappers charged with the assault 
of Roper. In each of these cases the re- 
sult of the trial was a victory for the 
government, and they required a great deal 
of labor in addition to legal skill and 
ability on the part of the prosecuting at- 
torney. The trial of the whitecappers last 
week was also conducted by Mr.. Rucker, 
and his connection with that important 
case has given him no smail amount of 
prestige as a shrewd, brainy and compe- 
tent official. The friends of Mr. Rucker 
think he is fairly entitled to extra compen- 
sation by reason of his connection with 
these cases. The salary of the assistant 
district attorney is only $2,000, while that 
of the district attorney himself is $6,000, 
provided the revenue of the office amounts 
to that sum. 

Questioned in regard to the visit of Col- 
onel Rucker to Washington city the dis- 
trict attorney was unable to give any in- 
formation. 

“I have no idea why he went,” said Col- 
onel James. “He said nothing to me about 
his visit before he left.” — 

It is even rumored that Colonel Rucker 
and the district attorney will change 
places after January ist. This, however, is 
mere speculation, growing out of the fact 
that Colonel Rucker has figured in the 
trial of quite a number of cases lately. 
Colonel James has not been idle during 
this time. He has had the business of the 
office in his hands and has been repeatedly 
before the grand jury. The friends of Col- 
onel James say that Colonel Rucker has 
conducted these cases without discredit to 
Colonel James’s ability, but simply with 
reference to a fair division of the work de- 
volving upon the district attorney. 

Still another view of the case puts it in 
this way: The end of the year being close 
at hand the officials are in Washington city 
for the purpose of securing funds to defray 
the clerical expenses of their respective de- 
partments. The officials of the government 
are paid quarterly and the expiration of 
the last quarter may call them to Wach- 
ington for the purpose of closing up the 
year’s business. 

At the office of Colonel W. H. Chapman 
yesterday afternoon it was stated that he 
was not in the city. 

“He will get back from Washington to- 
morrow or next day,” said one of the 
clerks.

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FOILBD IN HIS FLIGHT 


The Murderer of Marshal Hardy Captured 
by the Atlanta Officers. 


CAPTURED IN THE MACON CARSHED 


He Was a Desperate Man and Had Re- 
mained at Large for Twelve Months, 
Near the Scene of the Killing. 


After a year of liberty, passed at his home 
in Coweta county and in the deep river 
swamps of his father’s plantation, John 
Flatman, the murderer of T. C. Hardy, mar- 
shal of Senoia, is a captive in the Atlanta 
police station. 

He is a rather handsome, reckless looking 
vo.ng fellow, with dark hair, small, flashing 
eyes, and a mustache that makes an artis- 
tic spiral at each end. He makes a pic- 
turesque appearance in a small cap, set 
carelessly on one side of the head, and a 
blue flannel shirt, laced tightly over his 
broad chest with pink cording. He talks in 
a deep, defiant tone, and smiles confidently 


~—the smile that caused the girls of his com- 
to gaze admiringly upon his fine | 


munity 
form, for he was the Brombones of that sec- 
tion, and they admired his reckless, dare- 
devil deeds. 

Since the murder of the marshal Flatman 
has been hiding out scarcely ten miles from 
the scene of the tragedy, and although 
there was a standing reward of $500 for his 
capture no determined effort was made to 
arrest him. Rumors of his whereabouts 
reached Atlanta and Chief Sonnolly was no- 
tified. Some weeks ago Flatman was located 
at his brother’s in Fayette county, and the 
Oflicers have been preparing to capture him. 
He was known as a desperate man and had 
sent word frequently that he would never 
be taken alive. 

Monday afternoon Chief Connolly received 
information that the young man was to 
leave that night for Florida, going by Ma- 
con, On the old Hast Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia, Prompt action was necessary, 
and on the night train Captain John A. 
Thompson and Sergeant White left to in- 
terrupt Flatman in his flight. 

The officers were informed that their man 
had planned to board the train at a small 
Station twenty-five miles from Atlanta. It 
Was a dag station, and when the train was 
waved down the officers were assured that 
Flatman was there. In order to carry out 
their plan and create less excitement on 
the train it was decided to wait until the 
train reached Macon before making the ar- 
rest, : 

it was shortly after 3 o’clovk when the 
train stopped under the carshed of the Cen- 
tral city. 

Flatman was in a smoking car. As the 
train slowed up he left his seat and started 
ttwards the door. 

He had scarcely risen. before the gleaming 
sun of Captain Thompson was shoved in his 
face and he was ordered to throw up both 
hands at once. The man hesitated, 


‘Throw them up,”’ said the captain, in a | 


stern tone. “I mean business, and if you 
move I'll put a hole through you.” 

Flatman’s hands shot up over his head. 
They were quickly grasped by White, who 
fitted the cuffs on quickly. 

“Well, boys, it’s no use to kick. Guess 
'm the fellow you want. I’m whipped and 
I'm ready to give up.” 

The officers took the prisoner to the Macon 
police station, where he wag kept until the 
next train for Atlanta. They arrived yes- 
terday at 12 o’clock. By order of Gvuvernor 
Atkinson, with whom the chief communi- 


“sted, Flatman was carried to the Atlanta 


police station, where he will be kept until 
the arrival of the sheriff of Coweta. 

The crime for which Flatman was arrest- 
ed created great excitement at the time. It 
was on November 4, 1893, that Flatman, who 
was considered a’ desperado and with whom 
the county officérs had had great trouble, 
went into Senoia with several companions 
and proceeded to celebrate. Late in the af- 
terncon he was arrested by Marshal Hardy, 
and while being carried to the lockup he 
jerked away, resisted arrest and shot the 
mizshal through the heart. Jumping upon 
his horse he made way to the woods and es- 
caped. 

“I was justified in what I did,’’ said Flat- 
man last night. ‘““‘The marshal had threaten- 
ed me and sent me word thatif I ever came 
to town I was his meat. I was going with 
him all right, but he got mad because l 
wanted to argue about my bond. I tried to 
get away and jumped behind a negro. The 
marshal wag going to shoot and I got first 
crack. That’s all.’ 

Flatman will be kept until the arrival of 
the sheriff from Coweta. 


STORY OF THE COON SKIN. 


Mr. Jacob Haas, the Banker, Applies 
It to the Bond Question. 

If there is one man in all Atlanta who 
has grown weary at the prospect of saving 
the country by the everlasting process of 
issuing government bonds that man is none 
other than Mr. Jake Haas, the cashier of 
the Capital City bank. 

“Tt reminds me of the story of the coon 
skin,’”’ said Mr. Haas yesterday. 

“How's that?’ 

“Well, in antebellum days,’ resumed Mr. 
Haas, ‘‘an enterprising liquor dealer set up 
a country bar in a log cabin. He erected 
a bar counter by placing several logs to- 
gether piled up on each other with little 
cracks between. In a conspicuous place he 
put up a sign which read thus: ‘2 drinks in 
exchange for 1 coon skin.’ 

“A trapper and his companion dropped 
into the bar one day, and presenting a coon 
skin, demanded ‘two whisky straights.’ 
The man behind the counter took the coon 
skin, threw it behind the counter and 
poured out the drinks. Seeing a chance to 
get two more drinks the trapper jerked 
the coon skin from under the counter and 
placed it on the counter agaih and de- 
manded two more drinks. They were 
served. He jerked the coon skin again 
and with it bought two more drinks. This 
kept up day after day until the man be- 
hind the counter went broke and the bar 
‘busted.’ 

“This serves to show the ruin that stares 
this country in the face if this business of 
issuing government bonds continues at the 
treasury department of the United States. 
The department is conducted by laws en- 
acted when republicans were in office, and 
these laws Mr. Carlisle wants to have 
changed. 

“Let me tell you something must be 
done, and done quickly, for the relief of 
the country or else the man behind the 
counter will go broke and the country will 
be burnt by that process of trading with 
one coon skin all the time. We sell bonds 
and receivé gold with which to redeem 
legal tender and treasury notes. When 
they are redyemed they are paid out 
again, so that no matter how. often they 
may have been redeemed we do not reduce 
this debt which is payable on demand. No 
country in the world can go on doing this 
sort of thing indefinitely. The outstanding 
legal tender and treasury notes amount in 
round figures to $600,000,000, and the man 


‘behind the counter finds it up-hill work 


to maintain this large volume of currency 
at one and the same time redeemable on 
demand and reissuable without the receipt 
of gold in exchange for it. 

“The remedy is plain—let congress pass 
the Carlisle bill and come to the relief of 
the country and the issuance of bonds will 
become unneccssary.” ,

CORRECTING RATES. 


The Railroad Men Listenea to Countless 
Complaints Yesterday. 


THEY WILL TAKE ACTION TODAY 


Wholesale Grocers Want Carload Lot Re- 
ductions— Watermelon Growers Want 
a Change—Other News of the Rail. 


Yesterday was spent by the railroad con- 
vention now in session at the equitable 
building for the most part listening to 
speeches of committees from various or- 
ganizations sent here to make complaint to 
the men who fix the rates for the southern 


territory. 

The chief thing of interest, as mentioned 
in yesterday’s Constitution, to come be- 
fore this meeting of the rate committee 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association is the adjustment of the com- 
plaint that has been raised by the South- 
ern Wholesale Grocers’ Association to the 
effect that the railroads ought to give 
cheaper rates on groceries by car load lots 
than on groceries of the same class by 
less than car load lots. 

It is well known to the railroad men 
and to the wholesale grocery trade that 
there are certain classes of groceries in 
which no difference is made by the roads in 
freight charges, whether they be shipped 
in car load lots or whether they go in 
smaller quantities. 

For the most part this rule applies to 
the heavy class of groceries from the 
west, such as meat, flour, molasses, etc. 

The wholesale men say that the roads 
ought to make a difference in their favor 
and allow them a cheaper rate proportion- 
ately on these articles of traffic in shipment 
by the car load. 

Colonel Vandiver, who is chairman of the 
committee from the Southern Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association, is here, and made 
quite a lengthy argument before the rate 
committee yesterday favoring the proposed 
change. He showed that if it was right for 
the roads to make a cheap rate on car load 
lots of other classes of groceries it was 
nothing but right that the same should 
apply to such groceries as are not now 
subject to bulk reductions. 

The Watermelon Growers, 

The watermelon growers of southern 
Georgia had a representative before the 
rate committee asking that a change be 
made in the freight schedules bearing upon 
their products in time to be in operation 
next season. 

The watermelon growers represented want 
the southern roads to require that the 
freight on watermelons be paid in adyance 
or when the shipment is made, and not 
wait until the melons have been -hauled 
to certain points depending on the sale of 
the fruit to reimburse them for freight 
charges. 

It seems that there has been a custom 
among the roads in the past to haul the 
melons without requiring the freight to 
be prepaid. It sometimes happens that the 
roads never collect their freighty as the 
market might be choked with an overpro- 
duction of melons and the shipments would 
have to go at such prices as would not 
make good the freight charges. 

“Suppose, for instance,” said one of the 
melon growers yesterday, ‘‘that a railroad 
were to haul a lot of watermelons to Chi- 
cago. Suppose when they reached there 
Chicago would be chuck full of melons. 
The fruit would bring no price, and, rather 
than allow them to rot on their hands,

whatever they might bring, sometimes 
failing to get freight charges back.” 

It is understood that it is the wealthier 
class of melon growers who want the roads 
to adopt the new ‘plan of requiring the 
freight to be prepaid. 

Fertilizer Rates. 

Arguments have been, heard from the 
fertilizer men of Charleston, Norfolk and 
other towns for a general reduction of fer- 
tilizer rates. 

This question came up before the last 
meeting of the rate committee, but in the 
rush of business it was allowed to hang 
over until this meeting. 

The general claim of the fertilizer men 
is that the roads ought to make a general 
reduction on fertilizer charges for the 
forthcoming season by reason of the fact 
that the low price of cotton will materially 
cripple the fertilizer trade and put the 
farmer in a condition of inability to pay 
the rates on such commodities as hereto- 
fore charged. 

The Meeting This Morning. 

All of these questions will come up be- 
fore the meeting of the rate committee 
this morning. The rate fixers will get: to- 
gether at 10 o’clock and will begin the work 
of shaping such adjustments as they may 
deem wise and right. 

A full hearing has been had on all 
of the issues and what the rate men will 
do is now the interesting question. 

Seaboard Officials Return. 

General Manager John H. Winder and 
Captain V. E. McBee, general superinten- 
dent of the Seaboard Air-Line, have re- 
turned from a trip to Raleigh and other 
points east, where they have been. in close 
consultation with the new management 
of the new system. . 

It is pleasing to know that few changes 
if any, will be made in the policy of the 
management of this popular system of rail- 
roads and that the general offices will 
continue to be operated in Atlanta. 

Captain McBee and Mr. Winder have 
been a way nearly a week and have spent 
most of the time in Raleigh, where Major 
John C. Winder, vice president, has heid

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IT MUST BE BUILT. 


The General Council Will See the New 
Bridge Constructed. 


THE WEST SIDE NOW HAS THE KEY 


If the Members from That Section Do Nat 
Force the Bridee It Is Their 
Own Fault, 


The building of the Alabama street bridge 
never looked more certain than it does to- 
day. 

When the general council of 1895 organizes 
the members of the present council who 
have been strongly advocating the bridge 
for the past year, will find many recruits 
to the ranks of bridge builders, and the 
work in that direction will be stronger and 
harder than ever before. 

Prominent among the new members vho 
will start out asking for the building of 
the bridge are Mr. Mayson, of the first 
ward, and Mr. Sims, of the fifth ward. Both 
of these gentlemen represent territory 
which is now isolated and which should 
be brought in contact with the city, and 
which would be brought in contact with 
the very heart of the city if the Alabama 
street bridge were built. 

Add to these members Mr. Tolbert, of 
the fifth ward, alderman-elect, and Mr. 
Hirsch, of the first ward, also alderman- 
elect, and it makes quite a showing of new 
blood infused into the bridge building feat. 
ure, which will be one of the big features 
of the next general council. 

Of ‘course, both Mr. Welch, of the fifth, 
who is one of the holding over members, and 
Mr. Camp, of the first, who has served a 
year, are just as anxious to see that sec- 
tion of the city provided for as the new 
memibers of both bodies, and both will work 
as hard as the new blood which will be in- 
fused in the legislature that will expend 
Atlanta’s income for the year 1895. 

That will give the western section of the 
city six members solidified for the interest 
of that section of Atlanta, and if they can- 
not pull enough warm chestnuts out of the 
fire to make quite a nice feast, then they 
had better quit their chairs, throw up their 
jobs, resign their seats and go home and 
let some one else have the place. Besides 
these six, Aldermen-elect Hirsch and Tol. 
bert, and Councilmen elect Mayson and Sims 
and Councilman Camp, of the first, and 
Welch, of the fifth, there are several mem. 
bers of the old body who have asserted on 
the floor that they were for the building 
of the bridge and would do everything they 
With six warm partisans and 
the friendship of good working members, 
there is every reason for the people of the 
west side to hope that the general council 
of 1895 will start the work which will end 
in connecting that section of Atianta with 
the heart of the city. 

There are quite a number of obstacles in 
the way of the bridge. The first one that 
will be considered, and in all probability the 
largest, hardest and strongest one, will be 
the question of money. 

« But right there is where that new biood 
and the west side contingent seem determin- 
ed.to show their hand.

But -before that. can be done the finance 
committee will have to estimate the incomie 
of the city for the year and measure what 
amount is necessary for the entire expenses 
of the city. 

Then the bridge committee will have to 
consider just what sort of bridge is wanted 
and what the cost of that bridge will be be- 
fore it can be determined how much money 
will be wanted by the bridge committee for 
the year. 

All of these details, however, are well 
known to the old members of the council 
who are favorable to the bridge and the in- 
dications are that the amount wanted will 
be voted in the apportionment sheet, when 
it is made up by the finance committee. in 
fact the new blood could block all the sheet 
presented by the finance committee and 
stop almost the wheels of government by 
declining to concur in the apportionment 
sheet. There will be little or no use for 
any of these tactics, however, as the indica- 
tions now are that the finance committee, 
it matters not how it is made, will favor 
the Alabama streét bridge, and will set out 
on that sheet a’ goodly: sum for the bridge, 
and for that matter other bridges now need- 
ed in the city. 

There have been several estimates as to 
the cost of the bridge. Some have been as 
high as half a million dollars, but those es- 
timates have called for a magnificent iron, 
stone and steel structure, from the foot of 
Alabama street to the base of the hill this 
side of Davis street. Such a structure as 
that, however, is not being thought of by 
the people over there. 

They want a safe way to get into the city 
and that is all they are asking ‘for. 

About the cheapest passway between the 
two sections is the one suggested by Mr. 
Henry McDaniel. That was one which the 
general council of '% ‘discussed, considered 
and accepted and paid for, .The plans allow 
a bridge over a pontion of the crossings, a 
tunnel on other crossings, and a gtade drive 
over others. In pursuance of these plans, 
or any other plans the city might select, 
there was a conference between_the city 
engineer, Captain Bob Clayton, and the ‘en- 
gineer for the Central railroad, to outtine 
the path across the railroad tracks, sal of 
thig was settled and the. matter passed 
through the council in the shape ef an cr- 
dinance asking for legislation by which the 
right of the Central railroad and «he right 
of the statc, where the Western and At- 
lantic railroad tracks were touched would 
be rélinquished so as to permit the city to 
build the bridge. ' 

Thén the council set aside money for the 
bridge, but it was found before the year 
was half gone through that the money could 
not be spared to build the bridge, and the 
gap is still’ there, and the McDaniel plans 
aré still in the possession of the city. 

A bridge, that is a part bridge, a part 
tunnel, a part surface driveway, sueh as 
the McDaniel pian outlines, would cost 
the city something like $65,000 or $70,000. 

’ Just now members of the bridge commit- 
tee who hold over—and all of them happen 
to be in the next council—are putting their 
heads together on the bridge. Mr. Harral- 
gon, chairman of the committee, has all 
along been a warm advocate of the bridge.

“That bridge,” he said, “is one of the 
necessities of the city, and I will do ali I 
can for it. I know that Mr. Mayson, who 
is in that section of the city, and Mr. 
Sims, of the fifth, who is in the cut off dis- 
trict, too, will do as much. There is every 
reason to believe that Mr. Camp, of the 
first, and Mr. Welch, of the fifth, will-do 
the same. Look over a map of the city 
and see what territory there is over there. 
Some of the very best portion of the city 
is cut off by those railroad tracks. It’s 
useless to tell the old story of how the peo- 
ple have to go to get to the city when 
they leavé home. A glance at the map will 
show that, too.
